The hlll of Alr. Keyser, of Roanoke,

maklng illegal voting and Irregularl-
tlca in elections a felony, camo from
the Committeo on Prlvileges and Elec¬
tions.
Several local measures came from

the Commlttee on Roads and internal
Navigdtlon.
Thu bill creatlng a Stato Board of

Accountancy was roported from tho
Commlttee on Finance.
The samo committeo reported the

hlll Increaslng the fees of attornoys
for the Commonwealth, and lt went
to the Commlttee on Courts of Justice.

ConMtltutlnnnl Amendmentn.
Tho Commlttee on Courts of Justice

presented the proposed amendments lo
thej Conatltutlon, whlch have been duly
publlshed as prescribed by the Con-
stltution, and are now ready for thelr
second consideration by tho General
Assembly. If the present EegUiature
follows the examplo of the last and
approves theae amendments, they will
be voted upon by the pcople next No¬
veinber.
The Jolnt Committeo on Conflrma-

tlon recommended tho confirmatlon of
the appointment by Governor Swanson
of Judgo R. n. Prentls to bo a mem¬
ber of the Statc Corporation Commla-
slon.
Mr. Cooke, of Norfolk, presented a

Jolnt resolution providlnjj that at 12:Sn
both houses should proceed lo the
electlon of a Commlssloner of Insur¬
anco, of those Clrcult Court judges
wltosc terms wIU oxplro February 1
and of thoso Clrcult and Corporation
('ourt Judges who were appolnted by
the Governor to hold ofllce untll thirty
days after tho convenlng of the Oen-
eral Assembly. lt was agreed to.

I.hrly ITIlltillK of nlllfl.
Tho usual proposition to have bills

prlnted as soon as Introduced ln the
House was presented ln the shapo of a
rcsolutlon by Mr. Deal, of Not'folK.
Tho patron sald in 1,1.: remarks on tho
subject that thero was pcrhaps undue
hasito In presslng bills on tho calendar,
iu that bills could'reach thelr .second
readlng wlthout havlng been ueen hy
tlio members at large. Hla rosoltition
went to the Committeo on Rules.
Mr. Buck, of W'uahlngton county, re¬

ported tho death of Mrs. Lee McChes-
ney, wlfo of hls colleague from Bris-
tol. Ho ofTered a rcnolutlon of sym¬
pathy, whlch was adopted, and whlch
the clerk was Instructed to wlre to
Mr. McChesney.
Mr. Sydnor, of Nottoway, asked for

lmmcdlato consideration of his hlll
allowlng tho Governor to havo a staff
of twenty-flve members Instead of nf-
teen. Tho Speaker called Mr. Sydnor's
attrntlon to the fact that this would
reouiro sevoral roll calls, and that the
hour for tho clectlon of judges was
approachln'g. The rnattor went over.

The. resolution of Mr. 'Adams, of
Charlotte. regardlng State aid. for good
roads, Intended to test the sense of
tho House, went to tho Committeo on
Plnance.
Mr. Ayere, of Carroll, offered a liro-

posal for tho abolltlon of tho otllco of
school oxamlners, saylng that thls was
a useless cxpense, and that the dlvl¬
slon suporlntendents should do tho
work.
The hour having arrlved for tho elec¬

tlon of judges that business was gono
into. Mr. Cox, of Richmond. took the
chair at tho rcquest of Speaker Byrd.

For
personal rcasons he deslred to indorse
Judgo Hutton. Hls only regret, he
said, was that Judge Hutton was not
a Republican.
